N Thurſday (18 April 1661) thoſe

Letter, to be Knights of the Bath, 

I met about four of the Clock in 

——xHd the Afternoon, at the Court of 
| Requeſts at Wefedofier, where 
the Dake of hind the Earles of Northumberland, 

Suffolk, Lindſey, and Mancheſter, His Majelties 

Commiſſioners for that purpoſe, Sate, attendeg by 

Sir Fdward Walker, Garter, Principal King at Arms 

and other Heralds, and þy Sir Johz Eaxtoz, Huiſliep © 

the Black Rod, and called overa Liſt of the Names of 
toſe Perſons, in ſuch order as they had been Ranck-* 
ed by the, ſaid Lords Commiſhoners, which w: $ 
for the moſt part according to their proper places, 
Of the whole Number in. the Liſt, only 4 or 4 
were abſent, ſo that 63 onely Appeared and An- 
fwered to their Names, and were Diretted by the 

Heralds to proceed orderly towards Herry the 7ths 

Chappel, the Junior Knights firſt, each between his 

' two Eſquires, and the Page following himz both 

Knights and Eſquires were then in their ordinary 
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Habits, moſt Regularly $ Mack, ſome of the Heralds 
ing before them, . with their Coats. of Office npon 
their Armes. 

When they came to the Chappel, every Kaight 
made the wonted Reverence to the Altar, and ſo 
tooke his Seat ; Evening Song being done, they were 
again called in order by the Heralds, the Junior 
Knight firſt, did like Reverence, and went back 
in like order to the Painted Chamber and Rooms ad+ 
joyning, where they Repoſed themſelves till Sup- 
per was ready, .which conſiſted of at leaſt 200 diihes' 
of meat, beſides a noble Service of Sweet-meats at 
his Majeſties Charges. | 

This Supper was in Court of Requeſts, where a 
continued long Table was ſet up all along one fide of 
the Room, an Eſcutcheon of the Kuights Armes 
affixed upon the Hangings in order as they were firſt 
called, which was a perfe&t Index to. diret the 
Knights to their proper places, and .a means for 
the Eſquires and-Pages to find their Knights, the 
crowd of . people being great. | 
. The Knights being placed on the Wall fide, each 
,under his Eſcutcheon of Armes, the Eſquires ſtood: 
oppoſite to them on the other fide the Table; the 
Antient Cuſtome. jt ſeems was, that, the Knights 
ſhould fit demurely for ſome-time with the mear be- 
fore them,and eat nothing, but retire and leave it, 
to-their Eſquires, but that Cuſtome having former- 
ly been broken, it was ſo now alſo. 

The Eſquires ſtood bare for a ſhort time, till the 
Kpights had begun to cat, and then the Eſquires (et. 
het by Right, or by their Permiſhon,) were conegmey

and did eat alſo, but BELT Supper time. | 
About one of the clock in the morning, Supper 
being ended, the'Z ord Cornwallis and Sir Charles 
Berkley, the Treaſurer and Comptroler of his Ma- 
jeſties Houſhold, bade them Welcome in his Majeſties 
Name, and then conducted them to the Painted 
Chamber, where, and in the Lords Houſe, and other 
Roomes adjoyning, their Bathing Tubs and Beds 
(which were Pallets, with Canopies) were prepared 3 
which Canopies were of Red Say, and the Veſſels 
were (covered with the ſame, and at the Teſter of 
every Bed alike Eſcutcheon of the Knights Armes 
waslet up ſeverally,, which dire&ed each of them to 
his ſeverall Appartiment or Stall. 
| The Linnen (which was 24 Ells of Holland for 
every Bathing-Tub,) was provided by his Majeſties 
Barber, '(at the Knights charge) and is part of his 
Fee; and after the Knights had bath'd themſelves 
more or leſle, as they pleaſed, they wentto bed, and 
early in the morning were bid Good Morrow by his 
Majeſties Muſick of leverall kinds. Then ariſing and 
Apparelling themſelves in a Hermit or Cordeliers ha - 
bit, (being along Ruſſed Gown with wide Sleeves 
and Hoods tyed cloſe about the middle with a Cor- 
don of Aſh colour'd and Ruſſed Silk, reaching dow rt 
Imoſt to the Knees, and a Handkerchef hanginy 
zereat) rhey proceeded to King Henry the fevenths 
happell in the fame order as on the Night betore ; 
and then doing the ſame Reverence, where they 
eard Divine Service, and took this Oath, which was 
ead to them by Sir Edward Walker, before the ſaid 
ord Commiſhoners who were ſcated inthe midſt ut 
he Chappell near the Altar. The
